Regarding the demand for a say in the planning 
it has always becn college policy to ask the depart- 
ments which classes should be offered aud also who 
the instructors might be for the coming session. 

The administration then decides which program 
will be best suited to the needs of the students and 
then asks individual professors if they will teach 
during the summer session. 

In these two ways instructors already have a say 
in the planning and a very personal contact with the 
instruction of the classes. If a faculiy member will 
not teach « necessary class then a guest instructor is 
invited from another college to teach his -specialty 
to the students. 

Even granting the argument that professors are 
underpaid for the summer session and realizing that 


some type of pressure must be put on the Board of | 


Trustees, because the situation has existed for 10 
years, we cannot help but think of the students that 
may be cheated of their education. 

These students may be deprived in two ways: 
through the lack of a necéssary class or through the 
high tuition neéded to support the raise in pay. 


Two things stand between the deserving student 
and this small group of instructors who would witb- 
‘hold their services from them. First ts the large 
group of dedicated professors who have not support- 

ed the strike movement. Sécond is the administration 
which has promised a full program on the campus 
during the summer.
